GAS CHANGES LUNGS 


INTO LIQUID, CLAIM 


Asphyxiating Gaiea as Uned by Ger- 


mans Declared to Be Moct Inhu- 


man and Painful In Death. 


t»T ASSOCIATED PHUSS.] 


New York, June 4.— A letter from 


Major General Edward 
Stuart-Wort- 


ley, 
Commander oE a British Army 


corps in France, is made public here 


i by his brother, Ralph Stuart-Wortley 
of New York, giving this .distinguished 
officer's tribute to /the behavior of a 
Canadian 
Division 
in France, and 
describing the horrors which resulted 
from the use'of asphyxiating gases by 
the Germans. 
The effect of these gases upon the 
men who inhale them, he says, has 
been to turn all the tissues of the 
lungs into liquid, and during the two 
days that it takes for the men to 
die, 
the victims are "the most hope- 
less, helpless, sickennig- sight imag- 
inable." 
The letter follows:' 
"You will, of course, have read of 
the fighting that has been going on 
round Ypres just lately, and of the 
magnificent behavior of the Canadian 
Division. « * In their attack on the 
Ypres salient, the Germans made use 
of asphyxiating gases. 
This gas is 
disseminated both in shells and bombs 
and also from cylinders, which 
are 
buried in'the trenches with their noz- 
zles pushed through the parapets. The 
taps of the cylinders are then turned 
on and the .gas, which is, as far as we 
know, chlorine, is pumped out. The 
gas, which is heavier than air, and 
which is blown by the wind across 
our lines, sinks into our trenches and 
kills or incapacitates any men who 
happen to be in them. 
The effect of 
the gas can also be felt as far back 
as five or six miles and produces 
headache and a smarting of the eyes. 
"The German papers as 
well 
as 
falsely accusing us of making use of 
poisonous fumes, 
apparently defend 
their conduct by stating that the dis- 
semination of this gas results in a. 
swift and painless death for those 
with whom it comes in contact, and 
consequently is less barbarous than 
subjecting men to an inferno of shell 
fire from wrich great physical and 
mental torture must necessarily be 
endured. 
"I am sure the public cannot rave 
as yet the slightest idea of this last 
damnable effffort on the part of the 
Germans to disregard all law of hu- 
manity and civilization. 
"I have seen our men in hospital af- 
ter having been brought back from the 
trenches. There is no need to ask for 
the ward in which they are, as their 
groaning is quite sufficient a direction 
of itself. 
In one 
ward 
there 
are 


eiffrteen cases. 
They are all sitting 
bolt upright, or swaying back and 
forwards, gasping for breath; 
their 
faces, hands and necks a shiny gray- 
black color, their eyes glazed, and un- 
able absolutely to speak or feed. 
"It takes two days for these men to 
die. During these two days they are 
in the most acxite agony, and if by 
the slightest chance.they recover from 
the. poison they will in all probability 
be rendered useless 
for life, as the 
effect of 
the gas is to turn all the 
tissues of-the lung into liquid.

MINISTRY OF COMMERCE. 
IS PROPOSED PLAN FOR 
PROTECTION OF TRADE 


[BT ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


London, June 4. — At the annual 


meeting of the Association of Trade 
Protection societies, a resolution was 
passed urging the establishment of a 
Ministry of Commerce and expressing 
the belief that such a ministry would 
have prevented many of the difficul- 
ties which have arisen during the re- 
cent months. 
The. matter has been taken up by 
several newspapers and although the 
question of cost is considerable, ie is 
argued that the work now being done 
partly by the Foreign office, the Board 
of Trade and the Colonial office would 
if co-ordinated and consolidated in a 
single branch greatly assist in the 
extension of British trade and at the 
same time smooth the contraband dif- 
ficulties which traders in almost every 
branch of commerce 
are 
suffering 
from at the present time.

USE FOR A HAND SEPARATOR 


Leas Work 
Necessary In Handling 


Milk With Device Than Without 


—Machine Saves Waste. 


A hand separator saves all waste of 


butterfat. What is the use of feeding 
oowa good corn, hay and other stuff 
that costs money and then allowing 
the product to go to waste? 


Less work is necesaaty to handle 


milk with the separator than without, 
because there are fewer utensils to be 
used and the skim milk may be fed to 
the pigs and calves, and chickens at 
once, and does not have to be handled 
again. 


Forty or fifty dollars will buy a good 


soparator, big enough for a herd of 
four or five OOWB, and It will gave Its 
cost the first year. If properly oared 
for, a separator Is good for ten years. 


The cream from a separator will 


bring more money because it Is uni- 
form in richness, and IB sweeter be- 
cause, as It is separated while the milk 
Is warm and fresh, it does not absorb 
odors as it would If left standing 
around. 


The separator saves hauling milk to 


the creamery and then hauling the 
Bklm milk back to the farm. Then 
Bktm milk hauled any considerable dis- 
tance becomes cold and sometimea 
dirty and tainted and not fit to feed. 


IT a fanner has ten or more cowa he 


will require a larger separator—one 
.that will handle say 150 pounds of mirk 
:in about fifteen mtautes, and he then 
'should have a small gasoline engine to 
do the work. It IB quicker and cheaper 
than hand pc*w«r.
